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Dignity convention draws 600 to San Diego 


Can homosexual Catholics 
be part of the church?

SAN DIEGO — He searched the city for a place to 
pray. He found himself standing outside the doors of 
the Catholic Church. Again. 

“1 couldn’t leave the church. | grew-up as a 
Catholic. | am Catholic. It’s home.”’ 

These were the words of one man, a homosexual 
trying to reconcile his spirituality with his sexuality. 

ABOUT 600 OTHER men and women like him 
traveled to San Diego from all over the United States 
and Canada and even Australia to attend a four-day 
Dignity convention held last week at the Convention 


Center and the U.S. Grant Hotel. ; 
Dignity, a San Diego-based group, was formed in 


1969 by a former Augustinian priest to bring minis- 
try to gay Roman Catholics. Since then the organiza- 


tion has expanded to an estimated 8,000 membets _ 


nationwide. 

“Its main goal is to get the church to recognize 
homosexuality as a valid lifestyle, said Pam Evans, 
Chairperson of the event. 

A major figure in their quest for acceptance is 
Jesuit theologian Father John McNeill, author of the

Scheduled as the keynote speaker for the 1976 
Dignity convention in Chicago, Father McNeill can- 
celled his appearance after the Vatican ordered him 
to cease lecturing on homosexuality and sexual 
ethics and stop promoting his book which had been 

_ published that same year. 


Father McNeill’s book focused on his own in- 
terpretations of the scriptures pertaining to 
homosexuality which are contrary to the official 
‘teachings of the church. 

IN NOVEMBER of 1976, the U.S. Catholic bishops 
reaffirmed the Vatican Declaration on Sexual Ethics 
addressing the homosexuality issue in their Pastoral 
on Moral Values: 


“Some people find themselves through no fault of 


their own to have a homosexual orientation. 

Homosexuals, like everyone else, should not suffer 
from prejudice against their basic human rights. 
They have the right to respect, friendship and jus- 

tice. They should have an active er in the Christian 
community. 


“Homosexual activity, however, as distinguished 


from homosexual orientation is morally wrong. Like » 


heterosexual persons, homosexuals are called to 
. give witness to chastity, avoiding, with God’s grace, 

behavior which is wrong for them just as nonmarital

Funds allocated for 
diocesan ministries 


SAN BERNARDINO — 
The diocese of San Bernar- 
dino has allocated 
$500,000 for various 
ministries from funds col- 
lected in its first Develop- 
ment and Ministry (‘‘ste- 
wardship’’?) Fund cam- 
paign. 

Monies represent con- 
tributions by people of the 
diocese in a parish-by- 
parish giving plan titled 
“Together We Are One.” 

The half-million dollar al- 
location is in keeping with 
the campaign plan of re- 


_ turning the contributions 


to the areas of greatest 
need, providing funds for 
some previously estab- 
lished ministries as well as 
for some which became 
necessary when the dio- 
cese was Created less than 
one yea ago. 


MOST OF the allocations 
represent substantial in- 
creases over subsidies al- 
lotted in the last fundrais- 
ing drive, according to in- 
formation from Holy Ghost 
Father Peter Covas, Co- 
chanellor for financial af- 
fairs. 


The allotments are based 
on budgets submitted by 
the various ministries and 
agencies to the diocesan 
Board of Consultors. - 


The greatest increase, 93 
percent, over past alloca- 
tions is shown in ministries 
to diocesan Hispanics, 
whose services are covered 
in several areas, including 
education and generally 
under Catholic Charities. 


For Hispanic Evangeliza- 
tion and Catechetics, a di- 
vision of the Center for 
Catholic Ministries (CCW), 


$50,000 has been desig- 
nated. ~ 

ANOTHER $35,000 is al- 
located for the Mexican- 


American Commission, and - 


$10,000 for the Hispanic 
affairs offices of Father 
George Gonzales, co- 
chancellor, and Father 
Peter Luque, episcopal 
vicar. 

Under other divisions of 
CCM, $48,788 is allocated 
for youth ministries, 
$54,794 for adult educa- 
tion, and $48,865 for child ~ 
and family development. 

Those amounts repre- 
sent an 8 percent increase 
over the previous year. 

Catholic Charities, an 
umbrella organization 
which includes a multiplic- 
ity of services, was allo- 
cated $155,000, showing a 
71.16 percent increasse 
over last year. : 

THE PERMANENT diaco- 
nate program is allocated 
$5,000 and another $5,000 
is allocated for services to 
the handicapped under the

SAN DIEGO — As the new 
principal of University High 
School, Servite Father Fred 
Gaglia has come full circle. 

Full circle, that is, in’ 
what he now works across 
the street from the Univer- 
sity of San Diego where he 
was ordained at the Im- 
maculata in 1963 to begin 
his priestly work in the area 
of education. 

ONE OF his first goals is to 
look at ‘‘curricular de- 
velopment and the spiritual 
and apostolic involvement 
of the students,” Father 
Gaglia said. 

“| would like the students 
to feel the real value of the 
faith and allow themselves 
to share that with their 
parish and other needful 
groups.”’ © 

Father Gaglia arrived in 
San Diego five weeks ago 
and has already met with 
the high school’s student 
body officers whom he de- 
scribed as ‘‘a tremendous 
asset to the school.” 

“THEY’RE interested in 
being positive about their 
school. They’re willing to 
work and be of service,” he 
added. 

With the opening of 
school here, another pro- 
ject has had his attention. 
Father Gaglia has been 
supervising the finishing 
stages of an improvement 
program for the school 
fields. 


Father Fred Gaglia 


A native of Denver, 
Father Gaglia entered the 
novitiate of Our Lady of 
Riverside Seminary College ~ 
in Riverside in 1956. While 
in the seminary he also at- 
tended Loyola University of 
Los Angeles where he 
studied biology and history. 

FOLLOWING his ordina- 
tion on Feb. 2, 1963, he 
taught at St. Joseph High 
School in Elgin, Ill., and 
Servite Seminary High 
School in Hillside, III. 

Father Gaglia returned to 
California in 1967. He was 
appointed to Servite High 
School in Anaheim where 
he served as an instructor, 
counselor, and vice princi- 
pal. 

Also the theater arts di- 
rector and yearbook mod- 
erator at Servite, he was in 
constant contact with the 
students. 

MOST OF my time is spent 
with school activities,”’ 
Father Gaglia said. ‘‘l love

It gives me the op- 
portunity to excite young 
people about their self- 
worth and to help impart 
the values of our religion.” 

Involved in the produc-

You have to give of 
your talent and ability to a 
community endeavor.” 

Father Gaglia credits his 
Italian background for his 
love of music. “‘l lived with 
music when | was growing 
U ne 
In high school he was in- 
volved in several musicals 
and at the seminary he was 
organist for the seminary 
choir. 


MANY OF his former stu- 
dents have gone on to per- 
form professionally with 
national groups. 

‘It gives me great satis- 
faction to see students 
being successful,” he said. 
“Their participation in mus- 
ical productions give them 
career goals.”

The public schools 
see us as a threat and the 
bureaucrats in Sacramento 
have made it no secret that 
they will oppose such a 
measure with all the energy 
they can muster,” he said. 

“One of the things they 
will try to put against us is 
that the state has the right 
to educate the children. | 
say that parents have the 
primary right to educate 
their children. It is impor- 
tant that we make that 
known.” 

BISHOP Straling warned 
that the church cannot get 
into the business of lobby-

Who has right to kill? 


In fairness | hope you will give me the 
space to answer Ben Grisafi’s letter (SC, 
June 28) and his questions concerning my 
letter on capital punishment (SC June 12) 
and his statement that only God has the 
right to take anyone’s life. If his questions 
are just rhetorical questions then there is 
not much point to his letter, but if he 
seeks a sincere answer | will provide it. 

On the question of who has the right to 
kill: No one has the right to kill, for killing 
means the taking of an innocent person’s 
life. But for who may take the life of 
another person and under what cir- 
cumstances, | would like to refer him to 
the extended treatment of this topic by 
world famous moralists: Noldin & 
Schmitt, Vol. Il, ‘Summa Theologiae,’’ 
which is in accord with the teaching of the 
Catholic Church. 

| will now mention just a few situations 
where you have the right to take another's 
life: 1) to defend your own life, your fam- 
ily, or another's life, or even your property 
which must be of considerable value; 2) to 
preserve your chastity, or to protect a part 
of your body from being mutilated or de- 
stroyed; 3) to defend your country; 4) to 
carry out an execution of the State, since 
the State has the right to inflict capital 
punishment for the common good. 

In response to your ‘ad hominem’ ques- 
tions: The executioner carries out the 
right of the State in performing his duty, 
in which no sin is involved, and no need of 
absolution. No | have never applied for 
this job, yet no guilt exists for anyone 
throwing the switch if the man to be exe- 


cuted through a just trial has merited the 
death penalty. 

Since Mr. Grisafi believes the decision 
of death is only God’s option, how would 
he respons in the following cases if the 
only possible deterent would be to take 
the life of the agressor and you have 
means to do it: 

— Your wife, daughter are being raped, 
tortured, or deprived of their lives. 

—A terrorist is about to throw a bomb 
into a crowd of innocent people. 

— Asniper in action continues to shoot 
at children in a school yard. 

— The professional killer, or assasin, is 
about to pull the trigger on a human 
target. 

— Your country is invaded, will you re- 
sist the enemy? 

— The man about to press the button 
will destroy half the world by nuclear 
power. 

As you read about the number of people 
who commit multiple murders, don’t tell 
me, capital punishment would not have 
been a deterent. If the man had been exe- 
cuted for his first murder, he would not 
have been able to commit 10, 20 or more. 

| believe in the sacredness of life, but 
more for the lives of the future victims. 
Inequity in executions should be cor- 
rected, and all should receive the same 
swift justice. It is perhaps more merciful 
to execute the person deserving of it than 
to have him rot forever in the hell of our 
prisons. 

Please read what St.-Thomas Aquinas 
had to say about capital punishment in my 
previous letter which you seemed to dis- 
regard. Capital punishment is a debatable 
topic, but not contrary to the teaching of 
the Catholic Church, and if there is any 
better deterent, please indicate what it is.

“A recent commentator on the Golden 
State’s publishing endeavors admits that 
“the life of a printer in early Southern 
California must not have been easy.” 

Certainly it was not easy for James ins 
Dougherty who founded the Southern 
Cross in April of 1912 as a non-official 
observer of Catholic activities. The small 
four-page paper originated at San Diego 
under the encouraging eye of Father 
Joseph Nunan. 

ALTHOUGH at the time of its establish- 
ment the diocese of Monterey-Los 
Angeles already had a Catholic news- 
paper, Dougherty felt that San Diego 


’ needed its own press for, as was later 


observed, the city ‘is a unit within itself, 
and this is particularly true of its Catholic 
religious life.” 

Only the churches of Saint Joseph and 
Our Lady of the Angels served San Diego 
in 1912. The Sisters of Saint Joseph of 


Carondolet operated a boarding school 
for girls and the Sisters of Mercy staffed a 
sanitarium on University Avenue. 

In such humble surroundings, it was 
indeed a heroic effort to launch a Catholic 
paper. stad 

NONETHELESS, as was subsequently 
pointed out editorially, the paper “‘sur- 
mounted obstacles which would have 
stopped forever the life of any other 
weekly newspaper in the city.” 


It ‘faced and overcame opposition 
which seemed more than once to be more 
direct and powerful than that which any 
other journal in San Diego ever had to 
meet.” 


In its early years, the Southern Cross 


-served the Catholic population of San ° 


Diego County even ‘‘when economic con- 


. ditions made such continuance a bur- 


den.” The weekly publication held stead- 


fastly to the object of its being, namely 


A look at the history of the Southern Cross 


‘the dissemination of accurate Catholic 
news to the people of San Diego.” 


AS ITS EDITOR noted, ‘‘It has made itself 
the servant of every parish in the county, 
it has opened its columns without ques- 
tion to every Catholic institution whose 
demands were legitimate; it has never 
hesitated to incur expense or to face 
trouble when called upon to do so for the 
advancement of Catholic interests and it 
has been the most potent factor here in 
the development of Catholic action and 
the furtherance of Catholic ideals.” 


Bishop John J. Cantwell of Monterey- 
Los Angeles noted in 1919 that “the 
people of San Diego are very fortunate in 
having a Catholic paper to give expression 
to their beliefs, and to break down un- 
reasonable prejudice.” 


In later decades when certain policies 
of the Southern Cross conflicted with 


those of: Bishop Cantwell, he offered to 
purchase the paper but its editor de- 
clined the overture maintaining that “no 
Catholic in San Diego believes that we 
can be served efficiently from 130 mile 
away.” : 


Shortly after the diocese of San Diego 
was created, the weekly was purchased by 
the newly consecrated Bishop Charles 
Francis Buddy and, on Aug. 18, 1937, be- 
came the official publication of the San 
Diego diocese. 


Muir Dawson has observed that ‘‘The 
success of a printing office and news- 
paper depend to a large extent on local 
public support.” 


That being the case, the Catholics of 
San Diego are to be congratulated, for 
they have supported the Southern Cross 
for over half a century in its noble efforts 
to further the apostolate. 
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Among the Christian communities of 
this great nation, few if any have a greater 
claim to antiquity than the city and people 
bearing the hallowed and revered patron- 
age of Saint Didacus. 

Discovered by Rodriquez Cabrillo in 
1542, named by Sebastian Vizcaino in 
1602 and inaugurated by Junipero Serra 
in 1769, San Diego bears the added dis- 
tinction of being the seat of the first 
bishopric for the Californias. 

INDEED, this is where it all began for 
Christ along the Pacific Slope. Here, on 
America’s western shores, the first cross 
was reared, the first church was built and 
the first modern city was established. _ 

Here too sprang the first cultivated 
field, the first palm, the first vine and the 
first olive tree to blossom into fruitage. 

And most important of all, here the 
blood of the first martyr was poured out 
upon the ground as the seedling for Chris- 
tianity. 

FROM THIS missionary outpost, at the 
very edge of the known world, the gray- 
robed sons of Saint Francis pushed the 
Spanish frontier north to Sonoma, carving 
out of the wilderness that path later 
popularized in literature as the King’s 
Highway. 

Along that Camino Real went emissaries 
of the Spanish realm to claim and possess

What was the difference between the 
scribes and the pharisees in the New Tes- 
tament? 

To understand how these two parties 
fitted into the scene during the time of 
Jesus, we need to grasp an overview of the 
whole political and religious structure. 

The Romans, of course, dominated Is- 
rael. Being superb administrators, they 
granted their subjects a good deal of 
home rule. This made for good order and it 
kept the natives happy or at least reason- 
ably content. 

HEADING the Jewish structure was the 
high priest, more or less the equivalent of 
a president, who spoke for the entire na- 
tion and headed the temple worship. 
Since this was an office with time limits, it 
was not uncommon to have several ex- 
high priests around. »~ 

The governing body (‘‘congress’’) was 
the Sanhedrin. It was a kind of supreme 
court and had its own police force with the 
power of arrest. Its membership was re- 
stricted to 70 and included ‘the high 


September 9, Twenty-third Sunday in Ordi- 
nary Time (Isaiah 35:4-7; James 2:1-5; 
Mark 7:31-37). 

The scriptures are filled with symbolic 
language. The stories frequently have a 
meaning deeper than what appears on the 
surface. 

It is the presence of this deeper, richer 
meaning that speaks forcefully of the pre- 
sence of God. For God can never be ‘“‘de- 
fined” in finite human words; He can only 
be hinted at or suggested by an exuber- 
ance of language. 

IT 1S IMPORTANT that this insight be ap- 
preciated. Otherwise, we will miss so 
much of the real depths of biblical teach- 
ing. 

Our first reading is a prime illustration. 
It was written while the people were in 


exile in Babylon. All seemed lost. The 


people experienced the absence of God in 
the misery in which they lived. : 

But our author had firmer convictions. 
He knew that the saving Lord was no ab- 
sent God. He knew that He was close at 
hand and that He would soon reveal His

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the land, to develop and harness its 
natural resources and to acquaint its in- 
habitants with the duties and privileges of 
citizenship. 

Down that same roadway travelled the 
missionaries of Christ to proclaim and ex- 
tend the kingdom of heaven, to evangelize 
and civilize its diverse peoples and to win 
a whole new race to Christianity. 

IN THIS NEWEST of the world’s empires, 
Christ was king and the friars were His 
soldiers. They claimed this golden land in 
His name and possessed it for His glory — 
by living and practicing those Christ-like 
virtues of poverty, chastity and obedi- 
ence. 

Through the ministry of Fray Junipero 
Serra and his confreres, the Mission of 
San Diego de Alcala became the first 
tabernacle of God in Alta California. 

From this far-Western cradle of Christ- 
ianity, the gospel message was brought 
first to the Indians and then to their 
multi-racial successors as God’s people. 

SAN DIEGO, though it be very old in 
years, is yet quite young in its destiny. 

A backward glance into the dim and 
shadowy passage of 432 years serves con- 


‘temporary Christians well only if it moti- 


vates them to renew their dedication to 
Him whose banner was first unfurled 
here. 


; priest, chief priests, retired high priests, 


scribes and elders of important families. 

Sort of the ideological power pervading 
and influencing the Sanhedrin were the 
rabbis (often called scribes or lawyers). 
Because they were the official interpret- 
ers of the Law they indirectly and directly 
had enormous control over the people. 

NOW JUST AS any country has its parties 
— similar to Republicans and Democrats 
— the Jewish people had two big and two 
small. The Pharisees, mainly layfolk, 
practiced not only the written law (the To- 
rah) but also the traditions which grew up 
as explanations of the law. . 

Unlike other groups, the Pharisees be- 
‘lieved in angels, the resurrection and a 
final judgment (note the inter-party 
squabbling when doctrinal questions 
were put to Jesus). In our culture you 
could compare them to Bible Belt society 
— very strict, very rigid, very petty and 
very, very good. 

The Sadduceés were a smaller party 


and had a hang-loose attitude. Many of 


* 


saving arm. 

HE EXPRESSES this conviction in an 
outburst that surely cannot be limited to 
the literal meaning of the words. He is 
speaking of the end-time when the full- 
ness of the divine healing will be manifest. 

The blind will, of course, see, the deaf 
will hear (the gospel tells us this), the lame 
will walk. But when he goes on to say that 
“streams will burst forth in the desert, 
and: rivers in the steppe, the burning 
sands will become pools,” we. know that 
he has something more in mind than just 
physical wholeness. 


We can know what that “something 
more” is when we realize that the physical 
defects are the result of sin, of alienation 
from God. 


THE RESTORATION to wholeness, then, 
means not only the physical cure; it sym- 
bolizes also the destruction of evil, the 
renewed presence of the saving God. 


It means that the blind can see, not just 
with their eyes, but also with their minds 
and hearts. It means that the deaf can 
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these people were from the priestly and 
wealthy families; as a result, they may 
have been less in numbers but they had 
more power. Their attitude was that only 
the law (Torah) was binding — outside of 
that, freedom was the incentive for ac- 
tion. 

DOCTRINALLY they did not believe in 
angels nor the resurrection of the dead. 
They were accommodating t6 the Romans 
and lived quite comfortably within that 
framework. Their strongest reaction arose 
only when they felt that the political 
status quo was being threatened. They 
had a good thing going for them and didn’t 
want anyone to rock the boat. 


Almost on the sidelines were the Es-. 


senes and the Zealots. The Essenes were 
religious dropouts insofar as they looked 
upon the Judaism of the day as being cor- 
rupt. They formed their own communities 
— communes — and felt that Judgment 
Day was right around the corner and 
everyone had better shape up. 
Doctrinally they taught about the two 


Scriptures full of symbolic language 


hear, not only human words, but also the 
Word of God. It means that the lame can 
walk, but also that they can follow in the 
way of the Lord. 

This is what wholeness means. A whole- 
ness of.the body without a wholeness of 
the spirit is a broken wholeness. The evil 
that the Lord overcomes is not just the evil 
of broken limbs, but also of broken hearts. 

THAT IS WHY Jesus forgave the paraly- 
tic’s sins as He cured his sickness (Mark 
2:1-12). And that is why every narrative of 
a physical healing points to a deeper heal- 
ing. 

Weare prepared, then, tosee the mean- 
ing of the gospel reading for us. The deaf 
man, with a speech impediment, is 
brought to Jesus. The Lord cures him of 
both deficiencies. 

Moreover, He charged the witnesses to 
tell no one of the miracle. But ‘‘the more 
he ordered them not to, the more they 
proclaimed it:” 

WHY THIS apparent disobedience? The 
answer may lie in the word ‘‘proclaim.”

FINALLY there were the Zealots, a radi- 
cal hodgepodge spoiling for a fight with 
the Romans.

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U.S. immigration policy 
‘disgraceful’ Castillo says | 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
U.S. immigration policy is a 
“disgraceful black mark for 
all of us,’’ according to 
Leonel Castillo, who had 
earlier announced he will 
leave his post as commis- 
sioner of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service 


by Oct. 1. 
He said America’s 25- 
year-old immigration, 


policies have left the coun- 
try with millions of illegal 
aliens who are virtually ‘‘in- 
dentured workers’’ and 
criticized Congress for not 
acting on Carter adnjinist- 
ration proposals for revis- 
ing immigration law. 
CASTILLO, the first His- 
panic to head the INS, 
made his comments in an 
address to the National 


Press Club in Washington. 

He said present immigra- 
tion policy ‘‘reflects no 
planning or conscious ex- 
pression of national in- 
terest. We have drifted into 
this policy of a half-open 
door.” 

He estimated that there 
are now four million illegal 
aliens in the United States 
and that “‘we are already at 
the point where if the im- 
migration laws were 
dramatically, rigidly en- 
forced,’’~ many U.S. 
businesses would have to 
shut down. 

ILLEGAL aliens, Castillo 
said, live in ‘‘fear and isola- 
tion.” 

“They do not have the 
protection of the law,” he 
said. ‘‘They are not 


Bells re-peal after 
tolling repealed 


ST. PAUL, MINN. (NC) — The 6 a.m. church bells 
at Holy Childhood parish in St. Paul were silenced 
for a week after the mayor’s office received com- 
plaints, but the peal resumed once parishioners, 
notified of the complaints, took action. 

Father John Buchanan, pastor of Holy Childhood, 
said he was informed in a letter from Mayor George 
Latimer’s office that complaints had been received 
about the early morning bells which ring 29 times. 

THE BELLS have tolled every day for the last 30 
years at 6 a.m., noon and 6 p.m., Father Buchanan 


said. 


The office had received several calls from senior 
citizens saying the bells made too much noise for so 
early in the morning, according to Alice Murphy of - 
the city’s complaint department. 

She said she passed the information on to Father 
Buchanan who then silenced the bells. The 
parishioners were informed the next Sunday in the 
parish bulletin of the reason for the silence. 

BY NOON the next day the complaint department 
was flooded with calls from parishioners opposing 
the move to silence the bells. 

Murphy then called Father Buchanan and 
explained that he was not ordered to stop the ringing 
but merely informed of the complaints. 

“The pro-bell people clearly out-numbered the 
anti-bell people,” she said. ‘‘Noise is in the ear of the 


beholder,”’ she added.

Castillo noted that Con- 
gress has established a 
Select Commission on Im- 
migration and Refugee Pol- 
icy to make recommenda- 
tions for policy changes by 
1981. 


WHILE some American 
jobs are lost to immigrants, 
he said, immigrants’ ‘‘pro- 
ductivity is high. They are 
not accustomed to coffee 
breaks and_ two-martini 
lunches.

“Keith said he prayed 
during the whole time he 
was held captive,’’ said 
Father Rauscher. ‘‘He said 
he prayed that God would 
keep the guy away that 


Tuesday so he would have a 


chance to escape. 


SEDACH was arrested and 
charged with kidnapping 
and sexual assault after he 
confessed to the crime. 
Reportedly he told police 
he ‘“‘couldn’t keep doing 
this to good people.” 


Father Rauscher said the 
incident was a shock to the 
entire parish, many of 
whom helped to search for 
Keith. 


“We went to every empty 
barn, open field, you name 
it,’ Father Rauscher said, 
adding that there was no 
indication to lead anyone to 
believe Keith had run away. 


“Everyone was tremend- 
ously sad. But the whole 
thing brought a lot of truth 
home to the parish. One 
truth is that the life of good- 
ness, the life of the spirit, is 
more powerful than evil,” he 
said.

New Monty Python film 
ridicules the life of Christ 


NEW YORK (NC) — In their insatiable 
quest to ridicule anything that moves on 
the human landscape, the Monty Python 
BBC goons have turned their lunatic com- 
edy to spoofing biblical movies in ‘‘Life of 
Brian,’ a Warner Brothers-Orion Pictures 
release which opened in the latter half of 
August. 


Done in the troupe’s usual style of 
harebrained nihilism, this Monty Python 
comedy has as its hero a hapless and in- 
vincibly dense Englishman named Brian 
who has been born on Christmas Eve ina 
stable neighboring the one sheltering the 
Holy Family, grows up to become involved 
in the People’s Liberation Front of Judea, 
finds himself mistaken for the Messiah by 
an idiotic crowd that pursues him and is 
finally crucified by the Rontans under a 
lisping, faggish Pontius Pilate. 

THOUGH BRIAN is never presented as 
Jesus, many elements and parallels to bi- 
blical incidents from the life of Jesus are 
employed throughout. 


For example, the film opens before the 


credits with the Magi visiting Brian’s crib,. 


adoring him and leaving their traditional 
gifts only to return frantically to retrieve 
them once they have learned their error. 


After the credits are flashed, the movie 
gets underway with a scene (identified as 
taking place in ‘Judea, 33 A.D., a Satur- 
day Tea-Time’’) showing Brian and his 
mother involved in a raucous dispute at 
the far edge of the crowd which is en- 
deavoring to hear Jesus as he delivers his 
Sermon on the Mount. 


FROM TIME TO time various well-known 
words of the gospels are put into the 
mouths of the crowd or Brian. The former, 
for example, salute Brian’s mother as 
“Blessed are you among women”’ and 
Brian himself uses words and concepts 
from Christ’s parables. ° 


And then there is the crucifixion finale 
with its clear parallels to the release of 
Barabbas, the Via Dolorosa and other 
gospel elements. 


The sophomoric, anything-for-a-laugh 
comedy approach that is the essence of 
Python nonsense and has always been in 
questionable taste, employs in this film 


obscene language and graphic nudity as 


well. 


SHORTLY AFTER its opening in New York, 
“Life of Brian’’ came under attack by re- 


ligious groups and some critics. Three 
Jewish organizations, representing some 
1,000 rabbis, denounced the film as 
“blasphemous” and “‘a critne against re- 
ligion.” 

The communications department of the 
archdiocese of New York has expressed 
concern for the mockery of Christ’s life 
that this movie represents. 

In his “Cinema Sound” radio review 
Robert E. A. Lee of the Lutheran Council 
in the USA stated that “If blasphemy is. 
still an operative word in our society, we 
must apply it to the outrageous Monty 
Python film satire, ‘Life of Brian.” 


HE TAKES STRONG exception to the ridi- 
culing of the Crucifixion story and raises 
the question of “what is happening in a. 
world where faith is publically ridiculed, 
mocked and scorned for the entertain- 
ment dollar.” 


The Motion Picture Association of 
America issued an R rating to the film 
(Restricted, under 17 requires accom- 
panying parent or adult guardian”). Such 
a rating also allows the film to display the 
MPAA code seal of approval. 


NPAA’s former ‘‘standards for produc- 
tion,” which until relatively recently gov- 
erned whether a film would qualify for the 
code seal of approval, required that “‘relig- 
ion shall not be demeaned.” 


IF THE SPIRIT at least of that standard 
were to have guided the MPAA, “Life of 
Brian’”’ would have been given an X rating 
and denied a code seal. 


The Office for Film and Broadcasting of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference has issued a_, 
C (Condemned) rating and in its commen- 
tary states that ‘The final Crucifixion 
scene, withits clear parallels to the gospel 
story, plays as a mocking parody of the 


“cross and redemption of Christ.” 


Pythomaniacs in our midst include any 
number of adolescent children who have 
come to know Monty Python and his luna- 
tic colleagues through television. 


Parents may therefore expect to en- 
counter resistance when they*tell their 
children that ‘Life of Brian’’ is not for 
them. Neither is it a film for parents or for 
pene else who believe that Jesus is 

ord.

70-year-old father of 10 enters seminary 


WARMINSTER, Pa. (NC) — Eugene 
McCarty, 70, father of 10, grand- 
father of 22, packed his car Aug. 19 
with a few suitcases and cartons of 
books. 


He left his Warminster home to 
journey to Hales Corners, Wis., to 
begin studies for the priesthood at 
Sacred Heart School of Theology. 


IT WAS shortly after his wife Mar- 
jorie died on their 44th wedding an- 
niversary two years ago that McCarty 
decided to enter the seminary. 


The decision was not an altogether 
new one for the former building con- 
tractor. McCarty had spent five years 
studying for the priesthood at an Au- 
gustinian seminary back in the 1920s 
but he left when his father died. 


“My father was only 52 when he 
passed away, and things were rough 
at home for my mother after his death 
because there were still six brothers 
and sisters living there,’’ McCarty 
explained. 


“Tl LEFT during my first year of 
studies at Villanova to help out. at 
home, and when |! wanted to return to 
the seminary five years later, | was 
advised by the Augustinian superiors 
to stay at home because they believed 
| had become too accustomed to fam- 
ily life.” 


McCarty still visits some of his 
former classmates from the Augusti-

nian seminary and says most of them 
are retired now. 


“| kid them when we get together 
and tell them that they all look old 
enough to be my father,’ he said. 


WHEN McCARTY decided to resume 
his studies for the priesthood after 
his wife’s death, he wrote to a number 
of seminaries. Sacred Heart, which is 


located in suburban Milwaukee, ag- 


reed to accept the 70-year-old if a 
bishop of a diocese would sponsor 
him. 


Getting a sponsor was McCarty’s 
greatest difficulty. Traveling by car 
he went to interview bishops 
throughout the country but couldn’t 
find a bishop to sponsor his studies. 


Then, last December, while visiting 
some of his children who live in the 
Dallas area, he met with Bishop 
Thomas Tschoepe of Dallas. 


THE INTERVIEW had been arranged 
by Father Walter E. Boyter, who also 
had entered the seminary after his 
wife’s death and has four children. 


Bishop Tschoepe agreed to sponsor 
McCarty and later took him to meet 
some of the diocesan officials. 


“The bishop took me to the chan- 
cery and introduced me as ‘our 
newest seminarian,”’ McCarty recal- 
led. ‘One of the priests remarked that 
Bishop Tschoepe was ‘robbing the 
cradle.’” 
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SINCE THEN McCarty has been tak- 
ing philosophy courses at Villanova 
University and theology courses at St. 
Charles Borromeo Seminary in Over- 
brook, Pa., in preparation for studies 
at Hales Corners. 


He said that after ‘‘reading bluep- 
rints for 50 years, going back to 
textbooks hasn’t been easy, but | 
didn’t expect it to be.” 


Another thing that won’t be easy 
will be leaving his three-year-old 
granddaughter, Tara. 


“WHEN MY WIFE was ill, my daugh- 
ter, who is a nurse, and her husband 
moved in with us and Tara was only an 
infant at the time,’’ McCarty said. 
“She is used to having Pop Pop 
around and it is going to be difficult 
for both of us.”’ 


If all goes right, McCarty will be or- 
dained in 18 months. He called his 
vocation a “terrible privilege’ and 
said he is grateful to God for calling 
him to the priesthood. 


Bishop Tschoepe plans to use 
McCarty in fursing home ministry 
and marriage counseling. 


So 70-year-old Eugene McCarty will 
pursue his quest for the priesthood 
for a second time. 


The only difference is that this time 
he has.10 children, 22 grandchildren 
and his late wife Marjorie to pray that 
he succeeds.
